Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission amounting to a 
gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP § 2172.01. There is no clear 
structural relationship described in the specification or the claims. The claims do not show how 
the claimed elements are related to each other. The "calibration surface means", Optimal tapping 
locations", "an element" (claim 13), ... etc. 

5. Claims 3-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 3, it is unclear as to how the means for providing information relating the optimal 
placement is determined. 

Claim 4, it is unclear as to what the calibration surface means is the applicant referring to. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-3, 9-1 1 and 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Blann et al. (5,967,176) (hereinafter Blann). 

Blann teaches an apparatus for monitoring the fluid floe comprising a valve means (10), a flow 
restricting element (54) and an electronics to determine the flow. The valve means can be 
retrofitted to the existing piping. Differential pressure means (57, 58) for measuring the pressures 
across the restriction. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 4-8, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Blann. 
Blann teaches all the features of the instant invention except for the structure related to the 
positioning of the pressure ports and the removable plugs. It would have been obvious to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the ports 
with plus since plugs would be required in case the pressure measuring means are to be removed 
from the valve means.
